WHO GOT THE RAKE-OFF? 





Indictment of “Men High Up” 
Expected to Be the 
Answer, 





NEW YORK, May 30.—More amazing 
than any of the disclosures before the 
Armstrong Legislative Committee of 
corruption and fraud in the manage- 
ment of large life insurance companies 
was testimony just given before the 
Special grand jury. 

It was conclusively shown that the 
policy holders of the Mutual Life have 
been robbed of sums which may exceed 
$5,000,000 in the aggregate, through the 
supply department alone in the past 
20 years. 

Who got these stealings is not yet 
clear; but_that they went into the up- 
building of the great private fortunes 
of several men is indicated by the facts 
before the grand jury. It is expected 
that the identity of these men will be 
clearly established before the end of 
next week and that indictments will 
follow. 

It was shown that L. W. Lawrence, 
when he got an order for certain lines 
of work of the Mutual Life, sublet a 
part of it to McKibben & Son. In one 
specific case the charge for the work 
done by McKibben & Son was $1200, but 
the firm got a check from the Mutual 
Life for $4500. As soon as the $4000 check 
arrived McKibben & Son sent their 
check. for $3300, the difference between 
the bogus and the honest charge, to 
L. W. Bawrence. The latter is supposed 
to have turned the $3300 over to Andrew 
Fietas.” It is concluded thatefielt - 
the money in his legislative work, put 
this has not been legally established. 

This case of the $330 check was mere- 
ly one of a great many which exte nded 
over a period ot over twenty years. 

All of these bogus bills for work done 
by McKibben & Son during the past 10 
years were “O K’'d” by Fields as the 
head of the supply department, passed 
tavorably by Fieids’ immediate executive 
superior in the Mutual  Lifc. usually 
Vice-President Walter R. _ Gillette; 
passed upon again by the bxpenditures 
Committee and then paid by the casnier. 

Not only were these padued bilis paid, 
but even @ more bareraced fraud was 
perpetrated. Lawrence, or somebody 
in Lawrence's employ, kept on hand a 
stuck of blank bills of McKibben «& Son. 
Lawrence has a large printing establish- 
ment and billheads identical with those 
used by McKibben & Son were turned 
out on its presses. 


Bought Phantom Supplies. 


These blank bills were often used to 
make charges against the Mutual Life 
for absolutely fictitious supplies and 
work supposedly done by McKibben. If 
the grand jury has learned who filled out 
these bills the fact was carefully s:ife- 


guarded. 

All that could be learned was that 
these bills. like the others, were pussed 
upon by Fields, then by Vice-President 
Gillette and then by the Expenditures 
Committee. and paid by the cashier. 
These bills for the fictitious supplies 
were not receipted for in the regular 
way by McKibben & Son, but that seems 
to have —— detail which aroused no 
suspicion Ww atever in the Mutual Life. 

This particular fraud, like the others, 
had been practiced many years and not 
the slightest protest was ever made by 
anybody in the Mutual Life. 

Not content with getting the money 
of the policy holders of the Mutual Lite 
vy these means, phantom firms weie 
created on paper and rendered bills for 
ohantom — ies. One of these firms 
was Charles Parsons & Co., supposed 
jealers in advertisers’ noveltics. 

One of the bookkeepers in Lawrence's 
store is named Charles E. Parsons. He 
will be called at an early date to seo 
what he knows about the firm of Charles 
i). Parsons & Co, 

Parsons & Cv, had fine billheads. The

Fields 
vaced upon them his official stamp, 
which signified that the goods had been 
rdered at the prices charged and that 
hey hed been duly received by the 
ompany. Then Vice-President Gillette 
tave the bill his O K, and, the Ex- 
rvenGciture Committee, composed of Rob- 
tt Olyphant, president of the Albany 
t Susquehanna Railroad; James C. 
president of the Nationa} Safe 
de Charles E. Miller, a 
Sawyer of high standing, gravely met, 
erutinized the bills, affirmed their in- 
Hate beneath the piece of Fields and 
Hilette and tnen passed them along 
o the cashier.

CHICAGO, May 30.—How 24 out of 31 
diseased.cattle were ‘‘passed’’ under the 
eyes of James R. Reynolds, one of 
President Roosevelt’s special commis- 
sioners, was divulged today by a man 
who accompanied Reynolds to the plant 
of the Standard Slaughtering Co. This 
scene directed in a large measure the 
report of the commissioners and brought 
about the inspection bill now before 
Congress. 

Mr. Reynolds feached ‘the slaughter 
house early. Unknown to those in the 
place he made an examination of the 
cattle in the pen. Unmistakable signs of 
a hasty attempt to ‘clean up’”’ were ap- 
parent. All the inspectors—city, State 
and Federal—were dressed in their best. 
Mr. Reynolds appeared in old clothes 
and boots. 

There were 31 cattle standing in the 
pens when he passed the place. With- 
out exception the “lumps” in their jaws, 
according to the testimony of one who 
was with him, varied from the size of a 
cocoanut to that of a peck measure, 

Mr. Reynolds watched these cattle 
brought to the killing beds and slaugh- 
tered. 

“How many of them were condemned 
on post-mortem inspection?’ he asked 
the City Inspector. after all @id been 
killed.

Health Commissioner Whalen says 
that he visited the yards last week and 
found conditions “‘much improved.’ He 
said his inspectors had told him that 
the packers had not found any spoiled 
meat for the last six months, 

A representative of Armour said: 

“Decomposed meat in cans would ex- 
plode. Even if the meat were spoiled 
slightly the process of decomposition 
would go on in the can. Gases would 
generate and the can would blow up.”

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“MAD DOG” CRY. 
CAUSES PANIC 
ALONG LEVEE 


Animal Killed by Policeman Af- 
ter Three-Mile Chase on... 


For three miles along the levee and 
finally through a crowd of pleasure 
seeking excursionists a dog ran, Tues- 
day evening, snapping at persons who 
got in the way and causing a mad dog 
scare. Before it was killed by a blow 
from a policeman’s night stick the dog 
bit an officer, snapped at several chil- 
dren, scared the excursionists and bit 
another dog. 

In the chase, to the death the canine 
was followed by 200 or more men and 
urchins. A score of bullets were shot at 
the animal and it was wounded thrice, 
but its end did not come until the night 
stick was used. eae 

The dog was of the collie breed. It 
was of medium size with a coat of 
brown, shaggy hair. It first came to 
the notice of the policemen at the foot 
of Olive street. The cry of “mad dog”’ 
from children who said they had fol- 
lowed the dog from Victor street, was 
heard and Policemen Steffens, Henne- 
berry and Stewart, from the Chestnut 
Street Substation, began the pursuit of 
the canine. 

The time was a few minutes to 8, 
when hundreds of persons were either 
boarding or were already aboard the 
City of Providence, ready to leave on a 
river excursion. Young men and wom- 
en were crossing the levee to the dock 
when the dog, with the howling mob 
behind, came up the street. 


“Mud Dog” Cry Caused Panic. 


The “mad dog’’ cry created a panic 
among the many persons crossing the 
Levee to the dock and also among the 
many idlers waiting to see the excursion 
party leave. Young men and women 
crossing the street ran from the path 
of the dog. Some young men jumped 


upon moving freight cars on the Levee 
to be above the dog's reach. 

The dog did not turn from its course 
while passing the City of Providence. It 
snapped right and left, but continued 
going. As the crowd was passed Pa- 
(rolman Steffens shot at thé animal. 
The bullet grazed the dog’s neck. The 
ae of the wound made the dog howl, 

ut it did not stop. Circling the police- 
man, it snapped at him and caught 
Farrell's thumb with its teeth. 

Policeman Henneberry then fired from 
close range at the dog. The animal re- 
leased its hold on Steffens thumb and 
then it was shot again by Farrell. 

The dog ran up the Levee to Lewis 
street, which parallels the river, and 
continued to Smith street. -As it 
the yards of the Colorado Sand: and 
Gravel Co. Watchman John Lee took @ 
shot with a revolver at the dog.” An- 
other watchman for the sanié cofpora- 
tion also fired shots. Other watchmen, 
hearing the cry, prepared for tthe ad- 
vance of the dog and shot at it. 


Crowd in Pursuit. 


The crowd, with barefooted boys as 
the advance guard, kept pursuing, 
making enough noise to warn persons 
ahead of their danger. 

Near Smith street the dog ran into 4 
factory yard. The place was ntly 
not to its liking, ‘for it turned about 
and ran up Smith street. 

A spaniel owned by James FRowers of 
744 North Levee ran out in a playful 
mood towards the dog, whieh 
a piece of flesh from the spaniel’s side, 
and continued on the run. 

Flower, on the advice of . friends, 
locked up the spaniel to 
whether or not rabies will develop.

That’Fields got all of this money, or 
disbursed-it for legislative purpOSes, is 
not believed in the District Attorney's 
office. Neither is it believed that Fields 
and Lawrence alone knew of the con- 
spiracy to get money from the Mutual 
Life by fraudulent means. 

In 188% Richard A. McCurdy, who had 
been general counsel and then vice-pres- 
ident of the Mutual @ife, was made 
president of the company. The scheme 
for getting money from tHe company 
by means of: padded bills was first em- 
ployed in 1886 and used constantly until 
Fields disappeared ast sumimer, just be- 
fore the Armstrong Legislative Commit- 
tee got down to work.” °* 

Of how much the Mutual Life. has 
been robbed during the past years, can, 
necessarily, only be estimated. It is 
figured that, fully 75 per .cént of the 
money paid out by the company for 
printing, stationery and similar supplies 
was fraudulently obtained, and that 
only 25 per cent was legitimately spent. 

In 1904. which was the last year that 
Fields was in control of the supply de- 
partment, $601,000 was disbursed for 
eipohgye © stationery and kindred sup- 
plies. On the. basis that 75 per cent was 
fraudulently obtained, this would mean 
that in one year alone the policy holders 
of the company were swindled out of 
$450).000. 

The figures, 75 and 2% per cent, are 
based upon the expenditures for print- 
ing. stationery. etc., by the Mutual Life 
during the first four months of 1906 an 
compared with the same expenditure! 
for the same supplies during the same 
period of 1906. 

During January, February, March and 
April of this year the disbursements for 
these supplies aggregated $45,436, and in 
the same four months of 190 Fields 
spent $190,665, or more than four times 
as much. 

Though the amount out of which the 
Mutual Life was defrauded in 1904 is 
figured to be $450.000, an average of $250.- 
000 a year for the past 20 years would 
make the total $5,000,000. The actual fig- 
ures are believed to be considerably in 
excess of even that sum. 

Lysander W. Lawrence is still out of 
the State. He has never been in his 
place of business in the Mutual Life 
Building, or in New York City or State, 
so far as known, since the Armstrong 
Committee began its investigation: last 
September. 

Mr. Lawrence is a millionaire and 
has a palatial home at Greenwich, 
Conn. He has given large sums,to va- 
rious charities. He is 70 years dld, but 
always enjoved rugged health. His 
brother, the late Dwight Lawrence, for 
a quarter of a century was a familiar 
figure among the politicians who gath- 
er nightlv in the Fifth Avenue Hotel.

Sheriff George Herpel was then placed 
on the stand and he told of Rainey’s 
arrest and of finding the shotgun near 
the ice chest behind the bar. The State 
introduced the shotgun, one empty shell, 
six buckshot, taken from Townsend's 
body by Coroner Koch, and a gun wad, 
which had followed the buckshot into 
the body of Townsend.

And Mr. McKittrick 
has always insisted on equal rates to 
the smallest and.the largest shippers. 

“IT think Mr. McKittrick a very valua- 
ble member of the commission, and’ I 
see no reason why anyone should think 
of his resignation.’’ 

Robert Whitelaw, another member of 
the commission, said: 

“T do not care to discuss the mat- 


ter.”’ 

The Mayor answered the question by 
saying that the commission’s work 
would stand judgment by itself and that 
if the public were not satisfied with the 
work it was very hard to please. 

R. W. Shapleigh spoke of his confi- 
dence in Mr. McKittrick, but when the 
question was put to him, he said: 

“That is a subject that 1 must decline 
to discuss.

He said 
he didn’t know from whom they came 
and that he did not attempt to find out, 
but that. he supposed they came from 
the railroads, with which his firm was 
doing a large business, and he accepted 
them for his firm as such.

Perhaps some 
‘tagger’ had sorted it out of the export 
side and put it on the ‘American side 
for home use.’”’ 


“DON’T CARE WHO PAYS 
FEES,” SAYS PRESIDENT. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
NASHINGTON, May &.—There is 
strong reason to believe that the Gov- 
ernment will be mulcted for the cost of 
inspecting meat under the Beveridge 


bill. a 
The President has said he does not 
care whether the packers, the cattle 


raisers or the consumers pay the fees. 
His friends realize that if the President 
does not care who pays the fees the 
Government will pay them. That is the 
one thing the beef barons are trying to 
bring about, next to the suppression of 
the Neill-Reynolds report. 

The fees, it is estimated, will amount 
to about $2,000,000 a year and the beef 
barons do not look with equanimity on 
the spending of this money, even if they 
can—and oii—eet it back from the con- 
sumer. They would prefer to get it 
from the .sconsumer anyhow, and not 
spend it for inspection. 

The advocates of the inspection reg- 
ulations say the proper persons to pay 
the fees are the packers, but if the 
President is indifferent about the mat- 
ter the packers have enough friends in 
Congress to fix it so the Government 
will pay the fees. This will let out the 
cattle raisers and the packers, and the 
Government is rich—but the additional 
sanitary requirements will raise the 
price of meat. It makes no difference 
how the matter is settled, the price of 
meat will go up. That is certain. 

The cattle raisers and their friends 
and the packers and their friends are 
still pleading with the President not 
to make the Neill-Reynolds report 
public. Some few, with nerve like 
Representative Lorimer of Chicago 
are willing the report should be pub- 
lished. They say Neill and Reynolds 
have not “got the goods.” That is, 
they claim that the conditions found 
by Neill and Reynolds do not justify 
the exaggerated stories that have 
sone out. 

That is true to this degree: Neill 
and Reynolds found nothing to sub- 
stantlate many of the statements 
made by the author of “The Jungle.” 
They found enovgh, but none of the 
finger-in-the-sausage or man-in-the- 
vat episodes came under their ob- 
servation. The courage of Lorimer 
and a few others is largely assumed, 
for they know that even if Neill and 
Reynolds did not find ‘The Jungle” to 
be a correct statement of affairs in 
Packington, they found plenty of con- 
ditions to reduce the sale of meat and 
meat products for some time. 

There is talk in the House that the 
inspection scheme is not constitution- 
al and that it must be modified. The 
main objection is that the amend- 
ment, as drawn, will forbid the 
Slaughtering of animals by a farmer 
for his own use. This is a far-fetched 
interpretation, but any port is good 
enough for the beef people in. this 
storm. 

There delay in. the 
Hiouse of Representatives. There may 
be some hearings. but the law will go 
into maging with provisions rigid 
enough to Insure healthful meat and 
meat products in the future—provided 
the inspectors are honest. 

If the House tries to tone down too 
much, the President, unless he 
changes hig mind, will let the world 
know what Neill and Reynolds found 
and then the public can do as it 
pleases about eating the Chicago 
stuff. 

There is a disposition here to blame 
the entire situation on Chicago. It is 
a nurely local affair and if the health 
officials of Chicago and Dlinois had 
not been under the influence of the 
packers and afraid to remedy unsani- 
tary conditions, there would have 
been no occasion for the outcry and 
no blow struck at the enormous cat- 
> -taleing industry of the West and

NEW YORK, May 30.—While it is not

NEW YORK, May 30.—Josephine Ter- 
ranova probably will know her fate be- 
fore Thursday night. 

The State’s insanity commission says 
she is sane and Dr. Austin Flint gave 
it as his opinion that she is shamming, 
but they did not declare their opinion 
on her mental condition at the time she 
killed her uncle and aunt. Other ex- 
perts for the State will handle this 
phase of her case Friday morning. 

If the woman has any conception of 
the sadness and horror of killing, she 
did not show it in her actions and bear- 
ing, even when Dr. Flint testified that 
in his opinion the girl positively enjoyed 
her position and took a sane pride in 
the notoriety when she told her awful 
story on the witness stand. 

Matron O’Brien of the Tombs had paid 
great attention to the girl during her 
imprisonment. Josephine had never 
talked to her of voices nor of God, she 
said. The girl had always appeared ra- 
tioral. She had improved wonderfully 
in her knowledge of the English lan- 
guage since her imprisonment. She had 
also greatly increased in weight. 

Then the first expert made his ap- 
pearance. He was Dr. John E. Weeks, 
an eye specialist. He said that he had 
found a difference in the sensibilities of 
the girl's eyes. 

“The sight of the right eye was about 
two-fifths normal,” he _ said. “The 
radius of sight in the left eye was nor- 


“mal, but very much smaller than in the 


right eye. The reaction of the pupils 
seemed to be almost normal, but the op- 
tic nerve was atrophied.” - - 
result of these conditions, Dr.

Dr. Austin Flint took the stand and 
practically retold the story Josephine 
had told on the stand, as she told it 
to him in the Tombs. The girl flushed 
at the narration and hid her face in 
her hands; but the other women in the 
courtroom leaned forward with a great 
show of attention. 

The prisoner had said nothing to him 
about buzzing and humming in her 
head, but had told him that she did not 
feel any sensation in her ankies and 
knees. She had told him that the voice 
which commanded her to kil] her uncle 
and aunt was the voice of God. She 
was not sorry for her act on that. ac- 
count. 

Dr. Flint was asked a thousand-word 
hypothetical question. It recounted 
the main circumstances of the Terra- 
nova girl’s life, and ended by asking, 
in view of these circumstances, if, in 
the opinion of the witness, the girl was 
sane or insane. 
‘“Sane,’’ replied Dr. Flint with em- 
phasis. 

“I believe that she knew that her act 
was wrong,” he continued. 
“What are your conclusions about 
her hallucinations?” asked Mr. Ely. 
“I do not believe that she had any,” 
was the reply. 

Then Dr. Palmieri took up the cross- 
examination, and after a long series of 
uestions forced the witness to admit 
that while he had said that her mental 
condition on Monday was that of a sane 
erson he had formerly admitted that 
e could not tell her mental condition 
because he had not examined her. 


Thinks She Told Untruth. 


“On the stand she was dramatic and 
emotional,”’ said the witness. ‘In my 


opinion she was not telling the truth.” 
The prisoner looked straight at the 
witness, with flushed face and drooping 


eyes that were fathomless. 

“You believe, then,’’ said Mr. Pal- 
mieri, “‘that when Dr. Hamilton sald she 
was insane that he was mistaken?” 
“Oh, I did not say that,’’ replied Mr. 
Flint hastily. 

The witness was made to admit that 
the girl’s mind was not normal when 
she was on the stand. 

“Still it is my belief,’’ said Dr. Flinn, 
“that when she was on the stand she 
was actually enjoying her position and 
the opportunity to tell her story. Work- 
ing for her uncle as she did would be 
likely to make her nervous, irritable, 
hysterical and melancholy, but thése 
things did not necessarily imply insan- 
ity.” 

“If a girl should hear voices, see 
spirits, and weep and brood, would she 
be sane or insane?’ asked Dr. Palieri. 
‘‘Insane,’’ replied Dr. Flint. 

Dr. Allan Mclane Hamilton said that 
he had examined Josephine Terranova 
on last Sunday. He then read a tran- 
script of the conversation he had had 
with the girl at that time. 

Among other things, he had asked her 
why the trial had been stopped, and 
why it was going on again, as usual. 
“Jerome was asleep two weeks, and 
he finally woke up and that is why I 
am here,” said the girl.

Edward A. Lanterman of Moro, IIL, 
wept in the Alton Police Station Wednes- 
day as he pleaded with his son, Julian 
Lanterman, 22 years old, to return with 
him to his home, The young man is 
held on a charge of larceny, having 
robbed his aunt, Mrs. Russell A. New- 
man, of $300 in his father’s home. 

The father told Lanterman that if he 
would return he would not be prose- 
cuted, as his aunt was willing to con- 
done the offense. But Lanterman, turn- 
ing his face away, said he was ashamed 
to face his mother, and that he would 
never return home until he had ex- 
piated the crime. Mrs. Lanterman is 


prostrated with griéf. 

Charles Tisius of Alton, son of Police- 
man Henry Tisius, was arrested with 
Lanterman. They confessed that they 
had committed the robbery, Lanterman 
doing the work while Tisius stood guard. 

Tisius is the same age as Lanterman. 
They were arrested Tuesday evening at 
the Alton Street Fair, surrounded by a 
bevy of young girls who were delighted 
at their lavish expenditures. The even- 
ing was well under way, and Lanterman 
and Tisius had taken the crowd of girls 
into all the attractions and were treat- 
ing them to lemonade when Policeman 
Tsius pointed out his son and Lanter- 
man to the policemen with the warrants. 

The robbery occurred last Wednes- 
day night, and was 80 daring that it 
created a great stir in the quiet town 
of Moro. Young Lanterman boards in 
Alton with the Tisius family. He and 
young Tisius remted a horse and buggy 
and drove 14 mites to Moro, where the 
Lanterman family lives. They hitched 
the livery rig some distance from the 
house, and quietly approached. The 
watchdog knew Lanterman, and gave 
them. no trouble. 

Lanterman adjusted his mask, slipped 
into the house and locked the door into 
the room where his father and mother 
slept. When he entered Mrs. Newman's 
room she accosted him. 

She is an invalid and. very feeble. 

Disguising his voice, he told her to 
make no noise, or he would kill her. 
He knew where the money, In gold and 
paper, was hidden in the bed, and he 
rolled his aunt over while he lifted the 
matress and took possession of it. Then 
he and Tisius made their escape. 

A $10 gold piece which was dropped in 
the bottom of the buggy aroused the 
suspicion of hostlers at the livery stable 
and they notified the police. This was 
the first clew. It was several days be- 
fore the Alton police were satisfied that 
a son of a member of their own force 
was implicated in the theft. They told 
Tisius, who said he had no wish to 
shield his son if the latter was gullty. 
He accompanied the policemen dele- 
gated to make the arrest, and pointed 
out his son. 

Lanterman’s father is manager of a 
telephone company at Moro, and is a 
successful farmer.

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MEN BLOWN FROM 
BURNING ELEIATOR 


Four Hurt, One Fatally, by 
Explosion in Armour’s 
| Building. 


CHICAGO, May 30.—Fire early today 
destroyed Armour & Co.'s elevator ‘‘D,” 


Standing along a slip extending from the 
south branch of the river at Fisk 
Street, and was spread by means of 
sparks to the John Spry Lumber Co.’s 
plant yards, Twenty-second and Fisk 
Streets. 

With the elevator were destroyed l1,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, corn and oats, 

Four men employed in the elevator 
were hurt, one fatally, soon after the 
fire started, when a series of explosiong 
caused by ignition of the dust, spread 
the flames throughout the building. 

The loss was estimated roughly at 
from $500,000 to more than $1,000,000. In 
addition, 15 cars, filled yesterday with 
grain, were on the tracks by the ele- 
vator and these were destroyed. 

The building destroyed was 500 feet 
long, 200 feet wide and three stories in 
height, built of brick. It was not near 
any other building, but the fire was of 
such extent that plants two blocks 
away were endangered. 

The men hurt in the elevator were 
watchmen and were standing near one 
of the chutes leading to the water front 
when one of the explosions blew them 
entirely out of the building. 

The power house of the Common- 
wealth Electric Co. on the west bank 
of the river caught fire and fire boats 
were sent to extinguish the flames 
there. 

The fire is believed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. 

Fire Chief McDonough took charge at 
his first big fire since he succeeded 
Chief Campion.

Could Be Held for Murder 
Should Operation Prove

OMAHA, Neb., May 30.—Like Shylock, 
with his judgment of a pound of flesh, 
Tinley L. Coombs has been placed in the 


dilemma of being unable to claim his 
property, awarded by the court, except 
at the risk of murder. In this instance 
the pound of flesh is a $300 diamond in 
the stomach of a self-confessed shop- 
lifter. 

Mae Thomas swallowed the diamond 
Saturday in the store of T. L. Cooms 
Co., jewelers. She appeared to be a 
woman of wealth and the clerk was 
careless. From a tray of diamonds the 
woman removed the handsomest stone 
and concealed it in her mouth. An in- 
stant later detectives, who were follow- 
ing her from a store where a similar 
theft had been attempted, arrived here. 
To avoid being caught with the diamond 
she swallowed it. Fear of appendicitis 
wrung from the .woman a confession 
which the police confirmed by taking an 
X-ray photograph, The negative shows 
the diamond plainly. 

“The diamond is yours,’ said the Po- 
lice Judge to the jeweler. ‘“‘Take it. But 
if you resort to a surgical operation 
against the woman’s will and sne dies, 
you can be held for murder.”’ 

The surgeons say the diamond cannot 
be recovered without an operation. So 
terrified is the woman at the prospect 
of undergoing the surgeon’s knife that 
she remains awake nights, fearing that 
while she sieeps the jai.iers might chloro- 
from her for the operation.

Heart Disease Ends Life 
Aged Pastor of Byrnes- 
ville Church. 


Soon after eating a hearty dinner 
Rev. Father Mazereno Orfei, pastor of

It has been shown in court that Mr. McKittrick’s 
firm received favors from the railroads. There was 
nothing in the testimony to indicate that these fa- 
*vors might not have been given on account of the 
_ bridge arbitraries, the abolition of which was a part 


government without consent and participation of 
the people is, in modern times, impossible. 

It rests with Nicholas to say whether there shall 
be peaceful progress or civil war. The intelligence 
of the Constitutional Democrats is plainly apparent. 
The Duma was not expected to show any great sa- 
gacity, much less self-control. But the events of 
the past 10 days have undeceived pessimistic observ- 
ers. The political sense of the Russian representa- 
tives is acute and healthy. And in insisting upon 
a@ ministry responsible to the people’s representa- 
tives, M. Roditcheff has stated the condition prece- 
dent to a workable constitutional program. 

The appeal of the Citizens’ Campaign Committee 
for funds with which to defray the expenses of 
the campaign should receive liberal responses from 
citizens. A campaign of education cannot be con- 
ducted without legitimate expenditures for meetings, 
literature, clerical and other work. This campaign 
is conducted by St. Louis citizens for the public 
welfare and the committee has no resources except 
those placed in their hands by citizens of public 
spirit. They should not lack sufficient funds for the 
work. 
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PUBLISH THE FACTS. 

President Roosevelt’s notion that the necessary 
legislation for Federal inspection at the packing 
houses can be procured by means of threats of pub- 
licity is a grievous blunder. 

The legislation must depend upon publicity. The 
few facts which have slipped out have horrified the 
whole country and nothing short of all the facts will 
appease the public indignation. To pass an inspec- 
tion law, however drastic, and ostentatiously conceal 
the facts which support it, is to play with public 
opinion and give edge to suspicions already sharp 
enough. The people have a right to know why this 
law is passed. They must know the facts that they 
may judge whether it is passed in good faith and will 
meet the need. 

If Mr. Roosevelt imagines that by suppressing the 
Neil report he can put the packers under obligation 
to correct the evil practices uncovered by his com- 
missioners, he is vastly mistaken. Men who volun- 
tarily do such things or allow them to be done are 
not likely to feel the weight of any such obligation. 
The Beef Trust has never shown any delicacy con- 
cerning moral obligations, nor patriotic ties as the 
“embalmed beef” scandal proved, and the offenders 
will not be restrained by anything but law backed 
by a well-informed and forcible public opinion. 

The fear that business interests will be hurt is 
not admissable. The interests involved are injured 
by the notoriety already received and the plain facts 
contained in the report will help rather than hurt 
business. Rumors can be stretched and exaggerated. 
Facts cannot, and the sooner the simple truth is 
known the sooner can the interests lift .nemselves 
out of the mire they are in.

WANTS TO BE A DENTIST. 


Validity of State Law Is At- 
tacked by St.-Louisan, 


The Supreme Court heard arguments 
Wednesday in the case attacking the 
validity of the State statute requiring 
applicants for examination to practice 
dentistry to be graduates of reputable 
dental colleges. 

John Charles Flynn of St. Louis, who 
was arrested on the charge of practicing 
dentistry without a State license, applied 
for a release on a writ of prohibition 
against Judge Moore of the St. Louis 
Criminal Court on the ground that the 
law was unconstitutional and that the 
State Dental Board refused to examine 
Glynn.

LETTER FROM PRESIDENT 





Spanish King Reads Autograph 
Missive and Thanks the 
American People, 


MADRID, May #.—King Alfonso fe. 
ceived the special American embassy at 
the royai palace at 10:30 this morning, 
when the autograph letter of President 
Roosevelt was presented to him. The 
audience took place in the Hall of the 
Ambassadors and was surrounded by 
all the impressive formality of court 
ceremony. 

Mr. Whitridge, wearing American 
evening dress, was accompanied by 
Lieut. U. S. Grant, U. §. A.. and Lieut, 
Leigh C. Palmer, U. 8. N., in full uni- 
form,:and Minister Collier and the 
Staffs of the special American embassy 
and legation. The palace guard ren- 
dered honors as the Americans drove 
into the palace courtyard, and, as other 
embassies arrived at the same time, 
the ambassadors-and their suites made 
a brilliant picture. The Duke of Almo- 
dovar, the Foreign Minister, and the 





Duke of Sotomayor, the Grand Cham- 
berlain, received the Americans and 
conducted them through the palatial 











corridors lined by royal guards and 
halberdiers to an ante-room adjoining 
the Hall of Ambassadors, where the 
Successive embassies were received by 
the court officials. 

Then the Americans were introduced 
into the magnificent royal salon where 
the King was seated on the throne un- 





der a canopy of red velvets, flanked by 
the famous golden lions.. His Majesty, 
when the Americans appeared, ad- 








vanced from the throne and stood mid- 
way in the apartment. He worea bril- 
liant blue uniform, red trousers and 
high boots and held his military hat * 
his left hand. He greeted the special 
American envoy most graciously, and, 
Speaking in perfect English, thanked 
the United States for havig sent a sp@ 


cial mission such a distance. Mr. Whit- 
ridge handed the King a sealed letter 
from President Roosevelt, at the same 
time addressing to him the following 
message of felicitation in behalf of the 
American people: 


America's Message. 


“Sire: The President has charged me 
in delivering this letter to give Your 
Majesty the assurance of. his highest 
regard and, through him, that of the 
American people, not only for yourself. 
but for your great country, which is 
the fatherland of the larger part of the 
new world. I esteem myself most happy 
to be the bearer of the nation’s go00d- 
will, especially on the auspicious oc- 
casion of your marriage with the 
charming young Princess from the 
motherland of my own country. 

“All mankind, we say, sire, loves a 
lover, but in all the world there are no 
more sympathetic or sincere well wish- 
ers for long years of happiness and 
good fortune for yourself and the Prin- 
cess than among the American people, 
and, standing in this ancient kingdom. 
before the successor of Ferdinand and 
Isabella, I am bound to Say youthful 
American people, whom I have the hon- 
or to represent.”’ 

The King broke the seal of President 
Roosevelt's letter, read it attentively 
and then, in a most gracious manner. 
conveyed his thanks to the President, 
in behalf of himself and the Spanish 
nation. 

The audience terminated by the 
Americans withdrawing. 

Mr. Whitridge was impressed by the 
King’s unaffected cordiality and frank- 
ness. His Majesty appeared to the en- 
voy to be much taller than generally 
supposed and better looking than his 
photographs represent him to be.

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BiG FIRE SWEEPS 
VANSVILLE, IND. 


Strong Wind Carries Sparks 
From Elevator Long Dis- 








tances to Dwellings.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May  30.—Fire 
that threatened for a time tonight to 
wipe out the manufacturing portion of 
the city, caused a loss of between $200,- 
000 and $250,000. 

The fire started in the sawmill of the 
Henry Maley Lumber Co. and the plant 
was totally destroyed, entailmg a4 loss 
of about $75,000, with an insurance of 
$15,000. The fire spread to the elevator 
and flour mill of the Melrose Milling Co. 
and these were destroyed, with a loss 
of $150,000, with about two-thirds in- 
surance. 

The fire being in the top of the ele- 
vator, with a strong southwest wind 
blowing, sparks were carried long dis- 
tances and at one time the roofs of 
about 50 dwellings were on fire. Bucket 
brigades saved most of them, while the 
entire fire department confined itself to 
the manufacturing district. Several 
dwellings were destroyed, with a loss 
of about $10,000, and 11 stables were con- 
suined at a loss of nearly $10,000. Dam- 
age to other residences and buildings 
will not exceed $15,000. 

Two firemen, Arthur 
William Tornatti, were seriously  in- 
jured. Several hundred men _ will be 
thrown out of employment as a result 
of the fire.
